A ¥FEw days since we announced our deter 
mination to publish what the press of the 
country should say in regard to the recent 
outrage upon our liberties. We find it im- 
possible to publish all that has been said, We 
have enough now before us to fill up our 
paper fora week, but shall only give a few 
extracts from different localities to show the 
general, universal tenor of public opinion. 
Verily the public press has made us drunk 
with honor and vebauched with praise.“ The 


_, first article is from the Chicago Republican, 
an intensely Radical paper: 

Things appear to be in a terrible snarl in Ten- 
nesses, especially in Memphis. They a have Judge 
there named Hunter, who appears to be an original 

niue, and who must be descended iu direct line 
om Dogberry. He is not only judge, but conati- 
tution and law as well, Ile presides over the 
Criminal Court in the Bluff City. Some time ago, 
the local editor of the AVALANCHE, an intensely 
loyal newspaper, bespattered bim with acrimoni 
ous invective through the columns of bis journal- 
istic department, which phillipic the weaver of the 
judicial ermine measured as a contempt of court, 
and accordingly fined and imprisoned the quill- 
driver. The editor in-chief then took up cudgel in 
defense of his subordinate, and daily belittled and 
belabored Hunter with sturdy words from the 
dictionary of execration. This was too much for 
human nature to endure, at least as embodied in 
the Judge of the Criminal Court for Memphis; so 
he placed another contempt record on his docket, 
and sent bis reviler to jail for ten days. The wife 
of the editor-in chief then came to the ue, ap- 
pealed to the public for aymipethy, and began to 
ur hot shot into the aggravated Judge with 
rue feminine spirit and vim. Meantime, the 
second prisoner bus been released from imprison- 
ment on writ of Aabeas corpus, and Hunter, feeling 
terribly outra by what he terms an illegal pro- 
ceeding, has sbut up his justice shop until the im- 
pediments in his path can be removed. When 
we consider that the bill ot rights, prefixed to the 
Constitution of Tennessee, expressly allows to the 
press the utmost reasona ble treedom in criticising 
the conduct of public officers, holding persons 
Hable only to a suit for libel on abuse of privilege; 
and that contempt of Court consists only in dis- 
obeying its processes, or contemptuous language 
uttered, or deeds done in its immediate presence, 
the ridiculousness of the whole proceedings wil 
be apparent. There must be a jolly administration 
of justice in Memphis. :

with Bags of Specie and 
Greenbacks.

We ga ve in Sunday morning’s AVALANCHE 
in advance of the telegraph or any city paper, 
a few facts concerning the extraordinary 
bank robbery at Russellville, Kentucky, on 
Friday last. We find full particulars in the 
Nashville Banner of Sunday, and copy at 
length, knowing that our readers will be in- 
terested In the graphic and thrilling account: 

We have received the full particulars of the 
robbery of the bank of Messrs. N. L. Long & 
Co., at Russeliville, Kentucky, last Friday. 
About ten days ago a man called at the bank 


ana offered for sale a seven-thirty note of the 
denomination of five hundred dollars. Mr. 
Long took the precaution to ask his name 
and place of residence. The stranger stated 
that he was Thomas Colburn, and that he 
lived in tae city of Louisville. None of the 
coupons on the bond had been cut off, and 
when, in reply to an inquiry as to what 
he would take for it, Coiburo (we call him 
such for convenience Sake) repiied that be 
woulc sell it at par, with the accrued inter- 
est „dded, Mr. Long’s suspicions were ex 
cited, es Colburn had first stated he was from 
Louisville, where seven thirties were six and 
even per cent premium. Colburn then at- 
tempted to make u plausible explanation, to 
the cffect that he was engaged in buying cat- 
tle, und needed the money at once. Mr. Long 
We not, however, disposed to run any risk in 
the matter, as several seven-thirty notes had 
been recently passed in Louisvidie. Nor did 
he altogether ike the looks of his would-be 
customer. Colburn accordingly left without 
having eff cied his object. Last Wednesday 
he weat into the bank and presented u 
$100 treusury note, for which he asked to be 
furnished with smaller bills. On this ocea- 
sion he was accotn panied by a man of forbid- 
ding aspect, who, while ju the bank, ap- 
ared to be absorbed in carefully noting the 
foteriot arrangements of the place. Mr. Long 
felt convinced that the men were counter | 
feiters. He therefore refused to change the 
note, but offered to send it to Louisville, and 
if it turned out to be genuine, to give the 
usual price. This arrangement was not ac 
«epted by Colburn and his companion. They 
leit without having given any indication as 
to their intentions, or where they were going. 
That the visits above referred to were for the 
purpose of a nature far different from those 
assigned by the pretended cattle dealer, was 
subsequently developed in a most startling 
manner. 
Mx. Long, Mr. Hugh Barclay, a clerk in the 
bank, and Mr. T. H. Simmons, a farmer, re- 
siding not far from Russellville, were sitting 
behind the counter about two o’clock last 
Friday, when Colburn and two other men 
rode up to the bank from different directions, 
dismounted and hitched their horses in front 


of the door. On each saddle was a pair of 


saddie-bags. The three entered close together 
the counter abreast. Colburu 
own a 850 note with a throateni ir, 
— asked, Is at good sir? Mr, 
who had risen from his seat and gone to the 
counter to see what they wanted, answered, 
even before he had picked up the note, 4 No; 
I can see it is a counterieit without my 
glasses.“ He was, however, in the act of 
taking out his spectacles for the purpose of 
looking more closely at the note, when Col- 
burn suddenly drew a revolver, placed it 
aginst bis head and called out, Surrender 
Mr. Long wheeled around and sprang toward 
the door leading into a room in the rear of the 
bank office. He hoped thus to make his exit 
from the building and give the alarm. H 
was, however, anticipated by one of the rob. 
bers, who intercepted him at the door omg 
mentioned, placed a pistol within six or eigh 
inches ot his head aud fired, without ha ad 
uttered a word. Never was there, perha 
more miraculous escape. The ball did bo no 
28 injury than grrzing Mr. Lon ’s scalp 
r about two inches, tearing away the hair 
and flesh, but not fracturing the skull. 
Rednered regardless of all danger, by his 
critical situation, Mr. Long seized hold of the 
weapon and made an effort to wrench it from 
his assailant.
